HENRY WARD BEECHER. 


Mr. Beecher was enthusiastically welcomed.

BENJAMIN H. BRISTOW. 

The Hon. Benjamin H. Bristow, ex-Secretary 
of the Treasury, was then introduced and was 
most cordially received. Bristow began his ad- 
dress by sketching briefly the distress and dis- 
content which prevailed in the Republican 
ranks at the accession of President Artbur; dis- 
content which, be said, culminated in this State 
in the overwhelming defeat of the cages ee 
candidate for Governor against whom n- 
ally nothing could be urged. Even the most 
sanguine Republicans would then hardly have 
dared assert that a Republican President could 
be elected in 1884. He referred to the wonder- 
ful change in New York last year, and the re- 
markable accessions in the ranks of Repub- 
liean Presidential’ candidates. This change 
the speaker attributed in great part to the 
moderation, wisdom, and quiet dignity of 
President Arthur's Administration. By 
refusing to use the power of his great 
office in the interest of factions he 
has promoted harmony in the party ranks. 
On reform in the civil service Bristow said: 
„The Civil-Service Commissioners selected by 
him pursuant to the statutes were and are 
well known for their zeal and intelligence in 
the cause of civil-sservice reform, and 

have .wunited in testifying to 
the correctness and perfect good faith 
of the President in carrying out the law in let- 
ter and spirit.“ The ex-Secretary declared the 
business-men of this city and country care lit- 
tle for political acts, but they bave an opinion 
and dare express it, that the general course 
of President Arthur's Administration was gooa, 
and would on the whole be for the best inter- 
ests of the country.

A STRUGGLE WITH A MADMAN. 


Durfus Weaver Tries to Fire the In- 
sane Asylum at Kansas City, to Mur- 
der His Roommate and Keepers, and 
Is Shot Dead. 

Kansas Crrr. Mo., May 20.—The Coroner's 
jury tonight viewed the body of Durfus Weav- 
er, the dead negro, who tried to set fire to the 
county insane asylum, and attempted to mur 
der his keeper and others when an effort was 
made to subdue him, and returned a yerdict of 
justifiable honiicide. Dr. Winfrey suffers trom 
painful cuts about the head, but is not 
dangerously hurt. John Hughes, a patient, 
received a terrible gash in the throat at the 
hands of the negro, but his condition is not 
considered serious tonight. Weaver occupied 


a cell in the insane ward with a paralytic 


patient named Sikes. This morning he secured 
the door of the cell, then set fire to the bed- 
ding, and when discovered was attempting to 
hold Sikes down on a pile of burnmg straw. 
The fire Was put out and an effort made 
to jnduoe Weaver to open the cell-door. Dr. N. 
B, Winfrey, the steward, and 

nurse attempted to pacify him, but the negro 
remained sullen. Dr. Winfrey was absent for 
a momeut when, John Hughes, an aged patient, 
approached. With a bound the negro sprang 
on him, and Winfrey rushed back to find Weav- 
er had clutched Hughes and buried a knife 
in his throat. Winfrey ran to the office for a 
revolver, and returned with it in his ket. 
When he approached Weaver struck him on 
the head with an adze-handle and slashed his 
tace with the knife. Bleeding profusely, the 
Doctor shook off the maniac, and while the lat- 
ter was crouching for another spring the Doc- 
tor fred. The negro fell, shot in the breast, 
ana died soon after.

LORD DRUMMOND. 
no HE CAME TO BE A CLERK. 

New York, May 20.—(Special.|—The World 
tomorrow will publish the statement that 
George, Lord Drammond, heir to the Rarldom 
of Perth and Melfort, is now a clerk in the 
wholesale dry-goods house of Carhart, Whit- 
ford & Co., at Broadway and Canali street. 
The reporter states that he visited the 
establishment today and inquired if George 
Drummond was there. He was informed that 
he was, and Drummond was summoned. Out 
of the dark, hot, and dusty background a young 
man, coatiess, heated, and with collar loosened, 
came forward and extended a big, brown, toil- 
stained hand. 

“You Lord Drummond, I believe?” said 
the reporter. 

“T am,” said he, ‘a little surprised, but in 
no wise disconcerted. Drummond chatted 
freely with the reporter about his remarkable 
and romantic history. 

A few weeks before the reporter had 
met a lady belonging to an old and re- 
spected New York family, whose name is 
withheld at her earnest request. This 
lady had been absent many years in South and 
Central America with her husband, and made 
the acquaintance of Lord Drummond's 
mother, the widowed Lady Capel, dur- 
ing her sojourn at Lima, where she 
died in 1868. This lady heard while in Mexico 
last summer of the romantic marriage of the 
son of her old friend and the abandonment by 
his family and friends. The marriage of her 
only daughter a month ago aliowed this lady to 
return to New York and put into execution a 
long-cherished design to find and befriend the 
young noble who had loved not wisely but too 
well. His story, as gathered from Drummond 
himself and other sources, is as follows: 

HIS LORDSHIP MARRIES. 

George Essex Montifex, Lord Drummond, is 
the only son of Malcomb Viscount Forth and 
the Lady Mary Capel, niece of the Earl of Es- 
sex. He was born Sept. 3, 1856. At 12 years 
of age he was an orphan in the care of his 
grandmother, the Countess of Perth and Mel- 
fort, who confided his education to & 
nursery governess named Harriet Harri- 
son. This lady was about 5 years older than

The bride and groom came by steerage to 
America, and arrived at Castle Garden almost 
penniless. The future Earl assumed the name 
of George Johnson and went to work as 
a shipping clerk in a wholesale flour 
house on South street. There he remained 
about two years, until his employers collapsed 
in the panic of 1873. They finally took up their 
quarters in a hut on the Fapphank Meadows, 
near Brookhaven, L. I. Here for about five 
years they lived a miserable, secluded life, 
„George, as he was generally called 
by his neighbors, supporting his wife 
and himself dy fishing and shoot- 
ing. A son and heir was born in 
March, 1878. In the following summer the 
young father met Mr. Carhart and some 
friends who were spending a va- 
cation in the neighborhood, made him- 
self known, and secured employment. 
Except while on a coasting voyage to the West 
Indies in a schooner a year Lord Drum- 
mond has been in the employ of Carhart, Whit- 
ford & Co., ever since, advancing a little, 
but stil half shippmg clerk and 
half porter, and ecvincing much more 
inclination for physical than for 
mental exercise. A garbied account of his 
discovery on Long Island which appeared in 
several of the papers at the time caused his 
family to take a renewed interest in the lost 
heir. At the solicitation of his father, the 
Duke of Argyll, the Marquis of Lorne repeat- 
edly visited Lord Drummond and endeavored 
to induce him to give up his wife and return 
home, but he preferred his wife. 

HIS ANCESTRY. 

The peerage of which this 8 shipping 
clerk is next heg antedates discovery of 
America. The Brat Lord Drummond was a 
distinguished statesman and Embassador Ex- 
traordinary to England. His great-grandson, 
the second Lord Drummond, who married 
Margaret, daughter of the Duke 
of Albany, and granddaughter of 
James II., another ancestor of Queen Victoria. 
Thus it will be seen that the Drummonds are 
closely allied to the royal family of England. 
The fourth Lord Drummond, Embassador from 
King James II. to the Spanish Court, was cre- 
ated Earl of Perth.

OCONFLAGRATIONS. 


A Disastrous Blaze at Chattanooga. 

CHATTANOOGA, Tenn., May 20.—[Special.}— 
A disastrous fire occurred today at noon. A 
few minutes before 12 o'clock the fire-alarm 
sounded from the large planing-mill of Wood- 
ward & Morrison, just beyond the Western & 
Atiantic crossing. The fire spread 80 rapidly 
that it was impossible for the workmen to enter 
the building for anything. The wind coming 
from the west fanned the flames furiously into 
Gillespie's brick block, which fronts on Market 
street. Ina very few minutes that block and 
all the littie shanties adjoining were on fire. 
Every article, household goods, and merchan- 
dise were moved out of the buildings adjoin- 
ing and in a short time the whole of Market 
street and the Western 4 Atlantic crossing 
were covered with men, women, and children, 
piling up bed clothing, dry goods, groceries, 
fruit, furniture, and every conceivable thing. 
The fire originated in the engine-room, where 
a handful of shavings caught fire. Before any 
one could prevent it the flames had spread, and 
the whole building was on fire. Woodward & 
Morrison’s joss will amount to $50,000. They 
have $25,000 insurance in Sevier's Company. 
The loss on buildings and goods outside of this 
will amount to at least $25,000.

MUCH ADO ABOUT WOOL. 

It is evidently the purpose of the Conven- 
tion of Wool-Growers, which has been in 
session in this city during the last two days, 
to bring a pressure to bear upon one at least 
of the National political conventions which 
meet here. To this end the flockmasters 
present resolved that they will not support 
any party or candidate until such party or 
candidate has clearly defined its or his posi- 
tion as in favor of the restoration of said 
tariff on ‘wool ”—that is, three cents a pound 
of the tax on the people which the last Con- 
Fress relieved them of. This insolent threat 
was backed up by some astounding estimates 
of political strength which will not bear the 
test of analysis. 

From the proceedings of this Sheep Con- 
vention one who has made no independent 
examination of the facts would imagine that 
one of the chief industries of the country had 
been rülned by a malicious Government 
interference. The truth is as follows: The 
old tariff duty on wool worth over $2 cents a 
pound was 12 cents, with 10 per cent ad val- 
orem in addition; this was equal to about 15 
cents a pound. The duty on all wool worth 
less than 32 cents was 10 cents a pound, with 
10 per cent ad valorem, or about 12 cents ih 
all. The new tax, as recommended by the 
Tariff Commission (one of whom was a 
wool-grower), was as follows: On all 


worth over 30 cents, 12 cents a pound tax oh 


consumers, and on wool worth less than 30 
cents, 10 cents a pound. The actual redu- 
tion of tax, then, and the incidental 
loss of bounty to the wool-growet 
was only three cents a pound of 
the dearer wool and only two cents on the 
cheaper wool. This is the basis for all the 
clamor with which a handfal of wool-grow- 
ers from the hills of Western Pennsylvania, 


Easterh Ohio, and Western Virginia are fill 


ing the country. When they maintain that 
all the wool-growers of the Union are to be 
crowded into bankruptcy and utterly ruined 
by the loss of two and three cents of hounty 
it is precisely the same as if they should pro- 
claim that all the farmers would be ruined if 
corn, Wheat, oats, and potatoes should de- 
cline two and three cents a bushel in price 
below last year’s quotations, for a pound of 
wool may be rated about the same as a bushel 
of grain. Asa matter of fact, however, the 
priee of grain has declined within a year 
four to five times as much as the loss of 
bounty on wool, and the farmers continue to 
plant their crops in the face of the fall in 
prices and don’t talk of ruin.“ The com- 
parison shows clearly how unreasonable and 
absurd the cry of these sheep-raisers really is, 
The old political hacks among these wool- 
growers are eager to impress upon the po- 
litical conventions the tremendous political 
power they can exercise for the benefit or 
destruction of any party which may accept 
or resist their dictation, and for this purpose 
they indulge in the grossest ex 
They claim that one million flockmasters are 
up in arms about the two and three cents a 
pound reduction of tax on the people, ready 
to knife and destroy any party which refuses 
to restore to them their former bounty at the 
expense of the remainder of the community. 
A little analysis will throw additional light 
on this statement. It may be admitted that 
there are 1,000,000 men and families in the 
Union who may be called woolgrowers or 
sheep-raisers; but of this number fully 900,- 
000, or hine-tenths, have only small flocks and 
a subordinate interest in wool; they are the 
farmers whose chief pursuit is the cultiva- 
tion of land for grain, éattle, and swine, 
and who keep a few sheep to feed upon the 
weeds and grass on the rough land. Of the 
remaining 100,000 not more than one-half de- 
pend wholly or chiefly on wool-reising for a 
living, and 50,000 have considerable but by 
no means a paramount interest in the wool 
product of their farms. Out of the million 
farmers who are designated as wool-growers 
900,000 gain more by the reduction in the

growers on the dear lands of Pennsylvania 
and Ohio must expect a still further decline 
from the competition of the flockmasters in 
Texas, California, New Mexico, and the 
Western Territories, where a quarter-section 
of land ean be bought for the prieg of an acre 
in the Eastern and Middle States and where 
the land and climate are peculiarly adapted 
to sheep-raising. If the Eastern wool-grow- 
ers want to continue in the business on a 
large scale they should sell their high-priced 
Eastern lands and move West. Or if they 


are determined to have the tariff tinkered for 


their special benefit they should agitate for a 
constitutional amendment which will enable 
them to levy a heavy duty on all wool raised 
west of the Mississippi and sent to the Kast- 
ern market, They need protection from the 
competition of the Southwestern wool-grow- 
ers vastly more than from the wool-growers 
of foreign countries. Why not raise this 
issue at once and exclude Texas, New Mex- 
ico, Colorado, and California from the East- 
ern wool market? It is against these sec- 
tions of country they most need protection 
from competition. 2 


ANOTHER GOOD MAN GONE WRONG. 
The disclosure of the “ irregularities” 
of the late Président of the Louisville 
& Nashville Railroad adds another to 
the list of distinguished men who have gone 
astray in their mad quest for the golden 
fleece, One of the moral compensations of 
financial strain, now as in 1878, is that it 
forces these offenders, one after another, to 
lay down their burdens and reveal themselves 
in their true characters. The cold breath of 
adversity in the stock markets is the magic 
touch by which philanthropists are changed 
in a twinkling to defaulters, and those who 
advertised themselves as the leaders of busi- 
ness-men’s prayer-meetings during the noon 
spell are to stand forth in their real 
dress as organizers of financial pandemo- 
nium. 

This latest actor of a double part was “a 
good fellow.“ He was a leading. member of 
oné ot the most fashionable New York clubs, 
and so was naturally looked up to and was 
able to influence many who were prominent 
in society. His followers were only too giad 
to be blessed with the friendship of one who 
was so kind as to give them the chance of 
buying stocks on inside information. Un- 
der these circumstances it is not surprising to 
learn that the Union Club is like a funeral 
assemblage.” Many of its lights are put out, 
and the gay faces that used to quiz the pretty 
girls as they crossed Fifth avenue at their 
favorit runway opposit the club windows will 
be seen there no longer. The fortunes that 
supported them in that manly effort to kill 
time are gone down the capacious maw of the 
“good fellow.” 

There have been several varieties of the 
blind pool developed in the last two or three 
years, but the late President of the Louis- 
ville & Nashville must have the credit of in- 
venting an entirely new kind. The other 
blind pools-have been voluntary ones, like 
that of Grant & Ward. But the latest hero 
of the blind pool made it up entirely of him- 
self and the unconscious railroad company of 
which he was the head. His fellow-stock- 
holders did not know it, but they were mem- 
bets of his blind pool. The method of pro- 
cedure was very simple. The company had 
issued a lot of new bonds. These were to be 
paid for before the bonds were issued. The 
money paid in for the bonds was sunk in the 
Wall street operations of the blind pool of 
one. Then the bonds were taken by him, 
and, instead of being issued to those who had 
paid for them and whose money had been 
poured on the ground of Wall street, were 
rehypothecated for more money to be 
poured on the ground. This kind of thing 
went on until all the money in the treasury 
of the company and all its available securi- 
ties had been used up, and then the inevita- 
ble end came. 

In some of the blind pools that Wall street 
has had the members were to share the losses 
or the profits proportionately. But this one 
had a touch above that. If this operator had 
been successful the profits were to have all 
been his; as he was unsyecessful, all the 
losses went to the company. A neater plan 
for the acquisition of wealth has not often 
been contrived, and nothing but the deprecia- 
tion of securities by the bears —ho are 
bad, mean men, as Vanderbilt has often re- 
marked—preventéed it from being carried 
out. The deal was for the good of the com- 
pany, but its result is the company is out 
anywhere from $700,000 to $2,600,000, 
with the probabilities very much in favor of 
the larger sum. Its stockholders are also 
electrified by the news that 80 long ago as 
the date of the last annual report, when the 
floating debt was stated by the late President 
to be but $2,000,000, it was $5,000,000, and 
what it is now no one pretends to know.

The Illinois Central Charged with 
| Discrimination. 

SPRINGFIELD, III., May 20.—|Special. |—At- 
torney-General MocvUlkrtney has rendered an 
opinion to the Board of Railroad and Were- 
house Commissioners on their statement that 
charges are being investigated by them al- 
leging that between Jan. 22 and March 2, 1884, 
the Illinois Central Railroad charged and ou 
lected 10 cents per 100 pounds on fourth-ciass 
freight from Chicago to Mattoon, 172 mijes, 
while at the same time charging and collecting 
16 cents per 100 pounds on the same class of 
freights to Kankakee, 56 miles from Chicago. 
The statement is accompanied by a letter from 
President Ciarke, of the Central Road, giving 
the company’s reasons for maxing the charges 
in the manner stated, and in effect admitting 
that they were made as alleged for the reason 
that to maintain the State schedule rate of 25 
cents from Chicago to Mattoon would have 
been virtually to abandon business at Mattoon 
and leave it to the competitors of the Central 
Road. The Attorney-General quotes the - 
guage of the law defining unjust discrimina- 
tion, and says the charging of 16 cents to Kan- 
kakee, fifty-six miles, a greater rate than 
was ¢bharged by the same road at the 
game time from Chicago to Mattoon, 
172 miles, on the same quantity and class of 
freight carried in the same direction on the 
same road, is a direct violation of the law. The 
facts, he says, constitute such a plain violation 
of the law that the company becomes liable to 
prosecution unless the Commissioners’ investi- 
gation reveais some good reason outside of the 
words of the statute for not prosecuting, and 
if they find no such reason they have no dis- 
crétion, but must cause suit to be brought. 
The opinion holds that the Illinois Central 
Company wad the right when ft found its 
competitors discriminating in favor of Mattoon 
to enter complaint before the Railroad Com- 
mission, and through them cause suit to be in- 
stituted for violating the law. That the dis- 
crimimation was only temporary is no defense 
for it. Neither is the allegation that the injury 
was small. If the injury was done at all the 
discrimination was unjust, and unjust disecrim- 
inativa constitutes the offense the law was 
made to punish. The Attorney-General gays 
that were the excuse claimed in Mr. Clarke's 
letter to be aliowed in this case it would have 
to be allowed at fifty-four other competing 
points on the Illinois Central Road alone under 
similar circumstances., In view of the facts in 
the case and this opinion of the Arttorney-Gen- 
eral the board has decided to direct suit to be 
brought against the Central Company.

A SALOONKEEPER’S PUNISHMENT FOR SELLING 
LIQUOR TO MINORS, 

Fred von -Beren, the saloonkeeper who was 
convicted by a jury on four separate charges 
for selling liquor to minors, was arraigned for 
sentence before Judge Williamson yesterday. 
The defendant's counsel appeaied to the court 
to temper his justice with mercy. The lawyer 
claimed that hie client's offense was not a 
criminal act in the true acceptation of the 
term, but simply a violation of the police regu- 
lations.

The air is by no means yet clear. There was 
less hdpefulness in financial circles yesterday 
than Monday, This fact was due to no new 
developments of & serious character, but to 
some disturbing rumors and stil more to the 
too sanguine views that had been indulged in 
on previous days. It ig not to be expected that 
the country will recover from such a collapse 
as we have had in a day. The best that we can 
look for is gradual Mguidation and freedom 
from large and frequent failures. When the 
first shock of the misfortune had spent itself 
and it was found that strong parties were buy- 
ing up stocks at the low prices many per- 
sons thought they saw the end of the affair, but 
the later declines have shaken their faith and 
discouraged them. They did rot reflect that 
the means taken to stay the market could be 
only temporary ud that the liquidation must 
goon. Itis probable that many of even the 
best securities will yet have to be sold out. 
The process of contracting loans is still in full 
blast in New Tork. The bankers and other 
financial folk of this city are alive to the situa- 
tion and will no doubt maintain the conserva- 
tive course they are now pursuing. 

The status of affairs in Chicago is unchanged. 
The banks are taking good care of their cus- 
tomers and letting other people take care of 
themselves. There is very little borrowing and 
little disposition on the part of the banks to 
lend. Call logns are 6@7 per cent and mercan- 
title paper 6@8. Loans Continue to be called 
to some extent. A more confident feeling pre- 
vails among the country banks, and the orders 
for currency yesterday were small.

The leading produce markets were more active 
yesterday, and averaged stronger. The weather 
was fine, and crop reports of the glowimg order, 
but there was no pressure of cash stuf on any of 
the markets, and the lifting of that incubus was 
alone a sufficient reason for strength im prices.

$18,3734 (one party said $18.42%), and August 
discounted Ire from July when the latter 
was at top. July closed on Change at 
$16.10, „ June at $18.07. The market was 
started up by Bliss about 10 o'clock. and Singer bid 
over him, which wakened up the short interest, 
and they rushed to cover with a celerity that lifted 
the roof as above stated.
